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Take a Bao 

Garden Grove’s new mayor-elect shows a way forward for progressives in OC—and a new day for Little Saigon

I f you need a metaphor for Bao 
Nguyen’s stunning win as Garden 
Grove’s new mayor earlier this 
month and what it means for the 
future of Orange County, look no fur¬ 
ther than the city’s historic Main Street 
on election night. The storefront-heavy 
stretch is the last remnant of Garden 
Grove’s old downtown, nowadays a 
forlorn place usually as alive as a two- 
stoplight town somewhere in Kansas. But 
as election results rolled in on Nov. 4, the 
street hosted two distinct parties right 
across from each other. 

On the west side of Main, at Azteca 
Restaurant, Orange County Supervisor 
Janet Nguyen (no relation) celebrated her 
resounding win over former state assem¬ 
blyman Jose Solorio for the 34th District 
seat in the state Senate. Most of the 
attendees were older Vietnamese, and a 
catering van delivered trays of Vietnamese 
food—insular Little Saigon politics at its 
finest. The rejection of Azteca’s renowned 
Cal-Mex cuisine was fitting, given Janet 
has made a career of winning in Central 
Orange County by pitting Vietnamese and 
Latino voters against each other. 

Contrast that with Bao’s shindig, held 
at the Globe Belgian GastroPub. Here, 
the crowd reflected the host city—white, 
Latino, Vietnamese, Arab, overwhelm¬ 
ingly young. Bao thanked his supporters in 
English, Spanish and Vietnamese, and the 
energy was high even though he ended 
the night a loser, down by 300-some votes 
to longtime incumbent Bruce Broadwater. 

Janet’s party was far larger than 
Bao’s—but his has yet to end. Every day 
that followed, the margin between Bao 
and Broadwater narrowed as mail-in and 
provisional ballots continued being tal¬ 
lied. On Nov. 17, OC Registrar of Voters 
Neal Kelley declared Bao the winner by a 
razor-thin margin of 15 votes. And while 
Broadwater asked for and got a recount, 
it’s expected that Bao’s historic victory 
will stand. 

Ignore Bao’s impressive bio for a bit: 
his birth in a Thai refugee camp, his 
news-grabbing protest in 2000 when he 
and other UC Irvine undergrads wore 
T-shirts at a Little Saigon rally for John 
McCain reading “American Gook” to call 
out the presidential candidate’s unapolo- 
getic use of the slur. Yes, Bao is now the 
first Vietnamese American mayor in the 
U.S. of a city with a population of more 
than 100,000. Si, the 34-year-old is now 
the youngest mayor in Garden Grove 
history, as well as one of the youngest 
mayors in Orange County. Vang, he now 
becomes one of only a handful of Demo¬ 
cratic Vietnamese Americans ever elected 


in Orange County, a region where Little 
Saigon politicians had to join the GOP to 
guarantee victory. 

Here’s the most important takeaway 
from Bao’s victory: He’s the first candi¬ 
date to emerge from OC’s progressive 
political machine remaking the county 
for the better. 

“I’m putting all my Buddhist beliefs to 
use right now,” Bao said over a Delirium 
Noel at the Globe, which has become 


his de facto public office. Soft-spoken, 
with a dry sense of humor punctuated 
by a George Takei-style laugh, Bao is the 
perfect candidate for 21st century Orange 
County: immigrant, native, trilingual, 
young, progressive and with a steely spine 
ready to take on anything. 

Bao seemed destined for electoral poli¬ 
tics. He would argue with conservative 
classmates at Pacifica High during the 
1996 Bob Dornan-Loretta Sanchez battle. 
He volunteered for former state sena¬ 
tor Joe Dunn’s campaign while studying 
political science at UC Irvine and won 
an internship that took him to Capitol 
Hill. But Bao left the political realm early 
last decade to earn a master’s degree in 
Indo-Tibetan Buddhist studies at Naropa 


University in Boulder, Colorado, a private 
university founded by a Tibetan monk 
with the help of Beat poets. 

“I wasn’t sure politics was the best way 
for change—it first had to happen from 
within,” says Bao, reflecting on why he 
initially left politics. “But there, I learned 
it’s not one extreme or the other—it’s the 
middle way. I came down the mountain, 
so to speak”—a line so corny Bao laughed 
immediately after uttering it. 


“Politics is not about being perfect,” he 
continues, reverting to being serious. “It’s 
about going into the muck. Helping others 
is the path.” 

And that he did. After returning home 
in 2006, Bao did everything from work 
as a substitute teacher to register voters 
for the Obama campaign to becoming a 
community organizer for Orange County 
Congregation Community Organization, 
taking a couple of months off to learn 
Spanish at an immersion school in Mex¬ 
ico. And he also made connections with 
the Centro Cultural de Mexico, a Santa 
Ana-based nonprofit that has served as a 
finishing school for many of the county’s 
prominent progressive activists. He used 
this base to win a seat on the Garden 


Grove Unified School District in 2012, 
after losing in 2010. 

In the meantime, Garden Grove kept 
living up to its Garbage Grove nickname. 
Broadwater and other bureaucrats ignored 
the rest of the city in favor of pushing for 
development along Harbor Boulevard, 
hoping to get crumbs of business from 
Disneyland up the street. A culture of 
nepotism kept finding jobs and board 
appointments for friends and relatives of 
Broadwater and council members. Sens¬ 
ing voter discontent, Bao decided to run 
on a platform of open government and 
investing beyond what he refers to as 
“Mickey Mouse’s coattails.” 

Victory seemed unlikely, despite the 
backing of the Orange County Labor 
Federation and the Democratic Party. 

But through meet-and-greets, precinct 
walking, and calling on his volunteer 
base, Bao pulled off an improbable vic¬ 
tory. Unsurprisingly, Bao had to weather 
smear campaigns painting him as a com¬ 
munist sympathizer, a move that cost 
him thousands of votes. 

He’s still taking stock of the issues 
facing the city, but he has already 
announced his primary focus. 

“Our schools keep graduating kids 
who get amazing degrees—and never 
come back to Garden Grove,” he says. 
“That’s very problematic with me. We 
need to utilize the homegrown talent. 

We need to invest in the city by attract¬ 
ing businesses and jobs.” Bao takes a 
particular interest in the city’s younger 
residents, not just because of his own 
age and his two years on the school 
board, but because he feels that constitu¬ 
ency pushed him over the top. “We got a 
lot of mail-in votes from college towns— 
those students were the 15 [votes that 
secured his victory].” 

In the meanwhile, Bao wants to fly to 
Silicon Valley on his own dime to try to 
recruit tech firms to set up shop in what 
he’s calling “Silicon Grove.” He wants 
to put online as many city documents as 
possible—“a transparent government not 
only makes us accountable, but [also] gets 
people interested in paying attention.” 
And more than anything, he wants people 
to pay attention. 

“The only thing I expect from voters,” 
Bao concludes, his voice rising with passion, 
“is for them to hold me to my word. Don’t 
leave me hanging. Hold me accountable!”

Substance abuse nearly ruined 
Pat Leborio’s life—until he 
found a career lampooning it

is church of ours is open to all. . . . There will be no 
Outcasts,” reads a banner looming over comedian Pat 
leborio as he struts onto the stage. He’s in the church 
Mil of St. Clement’s by-the-Sea Episcopal Church in San 
Clemente, ready to start a set for an audience that seem 
to be the last people on earth ready to listen to an hour 
of insults thrown their way: addicts.

Bald head gleaming, faded Dickies 
shorts reaching down to his calves and 
wearing a tent-like T-shirt that comfort¬ 
ably covers his 300-plus-pound frame, 
Leborio nods and smirks. It’s time. His 
ferret-like eyes, bags underneath bruised 
so violet it looks as though he hasn’t slept 
in a week, dart across the audience, look¬ 
ing for someone, anyone to trash. They 
land on a heavily tattooed man, seated in 
the second row. 

“Whoa, you with the tattoos all over 
your face,” he snaps at a guy, whom he 
later learns is named Patrick. “You look 
pretty menacing; I’m kinda scared. I 
always wanted to get a tattoo on my neck 
... but I don’t have a neck!” 

An awkward hush hovers over the audi¬ 
ence. Heads whip from Leborio to the 
tattooed guy and back again. Patrick bows 
his head and chuckles softly. The crowd 
erupts in raucous hoots and catcalls. 

Leborio has seen the heights of the 
comedy world, from the Improv and 
Carnegie Hall to more than 85 commer¬ 
cials and meetings with Hollywood execs 
for shows and roles. But on this night, 
the 44-year-old is fine-tuning his act for 
his biggest fans: recovering dope fiends, 
tweakers and lowlife derelicts, many still 
residing in rehab, with Leborio at the 
front ready to make everyone laugh at 
their collective hell. 

“I always heard they did a lot of meth 
in Riverside,” Leborio says from the stage. 
’’But I didn’t realize to what extent until I 
went to a sober convention, and there were, 
like, a thousand people and four teeth!” 

And the crowd goes wild again. 

In the unforgiving world of comedy, 
Leborio is distinguishing himself as equal 
parts Gabriel Iglesias and Richard Pryor: 
alternately loveable and harrowing, tell¬ 
ing tales of a hardscrabble life mixed 
with hilarious rants. For the past 12 years, 
Leborio has made a career of lampooning 
recovering drug and alcohol users, ever 
since he took a look at a Jack and Coke 
and decided to get sober on the spot. He 
has largely left any dreams of the big time 
to work the rehab circuit, performing at 
clinics and 12 Step conventions and fund¬ 
raisers across the country—anywhere his 
people need him. 

Most people speak about addiction in 
embarrassed, hushed tones. Not Leborio. 
He works the St. Clement’s by-the-Sea 
crowd the rest of the night with panache. 
He gives a shoutout to the addicts in the 
house; hands shoot up in appreciation. 
F-bombs and sexual innuendos and street 
slang and sordid details of drug abuse 
spew from his mouth. 

“We all remember plunging down the 
rabbit hole of this shit?!” Leborio shouts. 


Arching his arm downward, he likens 
using to an old-fashioned hunting party, 
with the addict being the rabbit. “The 
fucking chase is fierce, shots are fired, and 
DOWN THE HOLE WE GO!” 

“Rather than focus on the negative 
or engage in morbid reflection, I slather 
humor on gaping wounds,” he explains 
after a standing ovation from the crowd. 
“My audience knows what rock bottom 
is—we fucking lived there!” 

ddicts fucking GET me 
way more so than the 
regular crowd,” Leborio 
says, pounding three 
shots of steaming espresso on a 90-degree 
day at a San Clemente Starbucks. He 
wipes the sweat from his brow and con¬ 
tinues. “I mean everyone gets the weed 
jokes; weed is universal. The coke shit is 


indomitable, pluckish spirit—a Dickensian 
life as imagined by Chuck Palahniuk. 

He was born on Dec. 12,1969, and 
raised in working-class El Modena. His 
family, of Hawaiian and Portuguese 
descent, was a complicated mix of half 
and whole siblings, an absentee father, 
and a mother devoted to her herd. Lebo¬ 
rio remains close with his younger sister, 
Shelby, and older half-sister and brother, 
Roxanne and John. “And moms, she is my 
heart,” he says with a grin, proud to share 
an apartment with his 79-year-old mother. 

His hulking frame and nimble feet 
made Leborio a natural athlete. He played 
both baseball and football from the age of 
9 for the Junior All American League in 
Orange, becoming a playground legend in 
the neighborhood. But the resulting popu¬ 
larity brought trouble to Leborio in the 
form of girls and drinking. “I was screw¬

too old. And with meth being such an epi¬ 
demic nowadays, it’s surprising how many 
normal people don’t understand when I 
talk about how tweakers get shit started, 
but never done.” 

Jerky hand gestures and manic eye-rolls 
suddenly erupt from Leborio; he’s mimick¬ 
ing the mind of a meth head. “The radio 
dismantled into a million pieces, with a 
rusty screwdriver, on a cracked and peel¬ 
ing linoleum floor, in an apartment with no 
electricity! Addicts be claiming this shit.” 

Leborio shouldn’t be here—not relaxing 
in the Spanish Village by the Sea, not a free 
man, not alive. His easygoing way belies an 


ing chicks by the time I was 13,” he claims. 
By age 14, he preferred to black out with 
his friends after downing 12-packs of beer 
night after night. 

But even as he drank himself silly every 
week, Leborio’s future seemed bright. His 
skills as a bruising running back got him 
into Mater Dei High, where he played 
alongside Todd Marinovich, another her¬ 
alded athlete whose life careened down 
the path of addiction. Halfway through his 
junior year in 1987, Leborio transferred 
from Mater Dei to El Modena High after 
arguing with his offensive coordinator. 

The Orange County Register docu¬ 


mented his transfer, and letters of interest 
came in not just from traditional college- 
football powerhouses, but also prestigious 
universities such as Brown and Stanford. 

A high-school yearbook photo from that 
era depicts a trim, fit, healthy young man 
grinning at the camera while balancing a 
football on his knee. 

“See, I used to be good-looking!” he cracks. 

Leborio received a hero’s welcome 
upon transferring to ElMo. “One year, the 
cheerleaders basically kidnapped him, 
dressed him in the cheer outfit and made 
him perform the routine, skirt and all,” 
says Yvette Silva, Leborio’s friend from 
high school. 

“I was an instant celebrity at El 
Modena,” Leborio adds. “Compared to 
the grueling curriculum at Mater Dei, my 
classes were easy. I was breezing through 
them, getting straight A’s, which freed up 
my time to drink nonstop.” 

Leborio worked at a local liquor store 
from which he stole beers; he got cocaine 
from kids who wanted to hang out with 
him. “Part of the reason my drinking 
ballooned so out of proportion was that 
I never got into any trouble,” Leborio 
admits. “I mean, I musta been pulled over, 
like, 20 times, and they always let me 
go or drove me home because I was Tat 
Leborio, star athlete.’” 

By his senior year, Leborio’s grades 
slipped drastically and his attendance was 
sporadic at best. By then, “I played games 
where I was so drunk I could barely see. 
My nose would bleed profusely on the 
field from too much coke.” 

After high school, Leborio enrolled in 
Rancho Santiago College (now Santa Ana 
College) to get his grades up and transfer 
to a Division I school for football. A torn 
meniscus exiled him to the Dons’ bench 
the first season, giving him free time to 
drink and snort even more. He somehow 
was able to transfer to Bethany College, a 
Division III school in West Virginia, with 
the head coach flying out to California to 
personally recruit him. 

Leborio vowed to shine, to make good 
on Bethany’s trust and a new opportunity. 
But during his first year, West Virginia 
state troopers pulled him over. “I was so 
shitfaced. I couldn’t see out of my wind¬ 
shield,” Leborio admits. He got out of the 
car and promptly fell. 

Amazingly, the authorities let him go 
with no arrest; a friend drove Leborio 
home. But the cops did call Bethany’s 
coach, who berated him yet didn’t offer 
any punishment. 

Salvation seemed to come in the form 
of a poetry class. During lectures, Leborio 
scribbled “rude, crude and utterly inap¬ 
propriate” poems based on the antics of 
his close friends. Dared by a friend upon 
returning home to Southern California, 
Leborio did a few standup gigs on open- 
mic nights in clubs around the Southland. 

“Being onstage was really a rush for 
me,” says Leborio. “I remember waiting 
seven hours, from 5 p.m. to midnight, out¬ 
side the Comedy Store in Hollywood to 
perform for three minutes.”

Leborio had discovered how to funnel 
his drunken debauchery into something 
productive, one that quickly won over 
audiences. But when he realized that 
being sloshed onstage only heightened 
the applause, it was as if his universe were 
now perfectly aligned. 


P robing Leborio on how and 

why he became an alcoholic is 
almost fruitless. A blank stare 
materializes. An uncomfortable 
laugh escapes, and his shoulders slump. 
There is no list of specific reasons. No 
plausible excuses. In his world, addicts 
simply enjoy the effect produced by alco¬ 
hol and drugs. Until they don’t. 

“I never drank to escape or anything 
cliche like that,” Leborio carefully states. 
“I had a daredevil personality. I was men¬ 
tally uninhibited. I loved being out of con¬ 
trol, not being able to predict what was 
gonna come next.” 

His alcoholism—and the growing fig¬ 
ure that came with it—proved the perfect 
fuel to his fire. Leborio began perform¬ 
ing at bigger clubs and scored a cameo 
in a Weezer video; at the after-party, he 
broke a Jack Daniel’s bottle over a lamp, 
danced on an oak table and started a food 
fight. All the gluttony and boozing turned 
Leborio’s chiseled physique into flab; now, 
Leborio was a crazy fat guy perfect for 
central casting. 

He got into the world of commercials. 
His most famous is probably a 2001 piece 
for Reebok. Clad in only a traditional 
silk sumo loincloth, an enormous brass 
medallion and unlaced silver Reebok 
sneakers, Leborio slithers and slides, 
writhes and wriggles, pops, locks, and 
freezes across the stage while “Surfin’ 
Bird” blasts on the soundtrack. B-boys 
and -girls goad him on from the perim¬ 


eter; smug homies lean against the bar in 
a plush nightclub setting and nod their 
heads to the beat, with approving glances. 
“DEFY REASON” appears on the screen, 
followed by “DEFY CONVENTION”-ad 
campaign serving as biography. 

But even as Leborio was getting noticed 
in the comedy world and fielding calls 
from Hollywood, his addictions were win¬ 
ning. In 2000, he auditioned for Son of the 
Beach, the short-lived comedy produced 
by Howard Stern. The role called for a 
“tranny geisha,” so Leborio applied his 
own makeup and donned a geisha outfit. 
He didn’t rehearse any of his lines, think¬ 
ing looks alone would win the role. 

“Every time I got up onstage, I had to 
drink to get into this mode,” he says with 
a laugh. “Like this mode of Tm living on 
the edge,’ just winging it, super-crazy vibe 
... It usually backfired!” 

In his inebriated state, Leborio 
attempted his unrehearsed lines in what 
he felt was a Japanese accent. The casting 
director halted him mid-sentence. 

“I don’t know what’s worse,” the casting 
director hollered. ‘Your fake Japanese accent 
or the smell of alcohol on your breath!” 

“I don’t know what’s worse,” Leborio 
shot back. “This stupid audition or your 
goofy mustache!” 

Leborio was physically removed from 
the set, with him shouting, “I think the 
part is still open!” to startled onlookers. He 
was so wasted he wandered the Paramount 
Studios lot for an hour, searching for his 
car. “I looked like Tinkerbell on crack.” 

Nevertheless, Leborio got the chance 
to participate in a NBC showcase for 
Asian comics at the Laugh Factory in 
Hollywood, where studio execs sat in the 
audience looking for the next sitcom star. 
“I’m not Asian. I suppose I was chosen for 
my suave Samoan vibe,” Leborio says with 
a chuckle. “‘Wasted’ would’ve been the 
most applicable description.” 

One of the execs prowled around back- 
stage, dispensing comedy tips to the par¬ 
ticipants. Leborio wouldn’t have it. 

“Before I even got on the stage, I was 
tired of this lady telling me how to do my 
show,” he recalls. “So I went on, verbally 
accosted her, threw the mic into the bal- 


























































cony and walked off.” 

Leborio’s fellow comedians loved him 
for that diss; the Laugh Factory didn’t, 
banning him for life. And a shot at TV 
fame seemed over. 

The comedy circuit was still there, but 
Leborio’s reputation was now preceding 
him. After a show at the Irvine Improv, 
fans offered congratulation at an after¬ 
party at the Yard House. Leborio remem¬ 
bered walking onstage—but absolutely 
nothing after that. 

"I have no idea what I said—100 per¬ 
cent oblivious for the entire set,” he 
remembers. “I still have a bunch of pic¬ 
tures from that night. They are the only 
remaining evidence.” 

Surrounded by an adoring crowd, 
Leborio ordered a Jack and Coke. He sat 
down and just stared at it. Leborio swears 
he experienced a “white light” moment, 
as a vivid memory of his mother flashed 
before his eyes from high school. In it, his 
mother is saying he’s ruining his life with 
alcohol; then she threw all his college- 
football recruitment letters in his face 
and walked away. 

“If I keep this up,” he finally realized, 
“I’m gonna die.” Barely a week later, on 
July 25,2002, Leborio strolled into his 
first Alcoholics Anonymous meeting. It 
was at noon at Anaheim’s 202 Club. He 
has kept up ever since. 

“I shook for days,” he says. “When I 
was a youngster, I loved feeling out of 
control! That was the whole point. But I 
couldn’t handle that feeling anymore.” 

Not only did AA put him on the right 
track, but also he and other attendees 
formed a comedy group called Insanity 
Laughs. Their niche was regaling fellow 
addicts with graphic tales about their 
struggles with addiction and how they 
got sober. They tossed jokes into the audi¬ 
ence detailing the awkwardness of early 
sobriety, the nagging desire to use, and 
navigating personal relationships without 
the comfort of drugs and alcohol. Without 
fail, they performed every Saturday night 
to a packed house 

“Shit, having to show up every Saturday 
night practically ensured my sobriety,” 
Leborio says, laughing. 

“I’ve known Leborio for over 15 years,” 
Scott Wickenburg says. He had relapsed 
after his first wife died of a heroin over¬ 
dose. On his first day back in sobriety, 
Wickenburg ran into Leborio at a meeting. 
“We cried that day. I was so pissed—angry 
at my wife, at myself, on the streets when 
I was using, I was always angry. But Lebo¬ 
rio welcomed me back, hugged me, made 
some stupid joke, and we laughed. In 
sobriety, I NEED to keep laughing!” 

Not willing to disappoint those who 
had come to rely on his comedic fodder to 
stay on the wagon, Leborio put one sober 
day after another. 

By this time, all of Leborio’s dreams 
of playing professional football or reach¬ 
ing mainstream comedic success were 
long gone. He loathed disappointing 
his mother, who once dreamed of her 
son reaching the NFL. But performing 
for addicts gave Leborio purpose. After 


his seven-year stint at the 202 Club 
with Insanity Laughs ended, Leborio 
co-founded the Lafaholix in 2010 with 
fellow aspiring comedian Vince Royale. 
Though not a substance abuser himself, 
Royale came from a family riddled with 
addiction. Royale lived around the corner 
from the 202 Club and became a regular 
at Leborio’s shows, where he grew to 
appreciate Leborio’s natural gift for help¬ 
ing people find humor in a subject that 
had previously caused only pain. The two 
bought a sound system and started bounc¬ 
ing around AA and Alano clubs and rehab 
facilities around Southern California. 

“Pat supported me right out the gate, 
gave me a platform at the 202 to showcase

my material,” Royale says in something 
of a growl thanks to his thick New York 
accent. “Hey, and I was a true friend as 
well. We used to go to Norms or Denny’s 
late at night for all-you-can-eat pancakes 
after Lafaholix shows. That fool Leborio 
fell asleep in a plate of pancakes, all lean¬ 
ing to the side. I never seen anyone do 
that. I got it all on tape for when he hits 
the big time!” 

Word-of-mouth within the sober com¬ 
munity got the two gigs, which led to 
more gigs. 

This was Leborio’s big time. 


L eborio’s spirit of generosity 
extends well beyond making 
people laugh. After hit-and-runs 
in Anaheim and Santa Ana left 
a mother and three teenage girls dead, 
Leborio and three friends threw a benefit 
show near the 202 Club for the griev¬ 
ing families. On Nov. 16, the corner of 
Broadway and Lemon Street in Anaheim 
was cordoned off for it; Leborio served as 
master of ceremonies for four bands and 
another comedian. More than 700 people 


donated almost $4,000 toward the cause. 

“I have seen Pat’s show so many times 
I can recite most of his stuff, but it never 
gets old,” says Frank Waldrop, a friend 
of Leborio’s since his Insanity Laughs 
days and sober for almost 22 years. “He 


promoters know we can book Leborio 
from the Inland Empire to Hollywood, 
and he still has a big draw [and] reaches 
an audience.” 

Leslie elaborates on Leborio’s charac¬ 
ter, commenting on the size of Leborio’s

jokes about the hijinks in sober living 
places and the absurdity of how addicts 
think. It’s all stuff we have been through, 
relatable. Makes us laugh at how we take 
things so seriously.” 

Cody Leslie, the assistant general man¬ 
ager of the Brea Improv, says that the club 
has booked Leborio at least a dozen times. 
“Leborio has a strong, local following. Our 


heart, and his involvement with charitable 
organizations. “During one such event,” 
he recalls, “Leborio donated all his earn¬ 
ings from the night to that charity.” 

Leborio keeps his act tame at the 
Nov. 16 event; because of its somber 
nature, he focuses on poking fun at 
himself. As usual, when the comedian 
walked onstage, the crowd screamed 


his name, fawning over their hero. 

“So, yeah, I’m Hawaiian,” he began. 
“Everyone thinks Hawaii... surfing.” 
Leborio paused. “What the hell would I 
surf on—a fucking garage door?” 

The audience laughed loudly. 

Next, he singled out a guy in the audi¬ 
ence. “Whoa, look at that Hawaiian shirt- 
looks like a parrot exploded! And people 
pay, like, $200 for that!” 

Bigger laughs followed. Leborio asked 
if anyone in the audience had ever been to 
Hawaii. “I lived there before,” he shared. 
“It’s beautiful and all, but BORING, like 
Nebraska in the middle of the ocean! And 
the lava, that shit is dangerous. Ever notice 
white people are the only ones that wanna 
get all close and watch the lava flow? 

That shit will sweep you up, swallow you 
whole. Hawaiians ain’t that dumb!” 

The crowd loved it, hollering for more. 
Tricked-out Harley-Davidson motorcy¬ 
cles lined the sidewalks; heavily tattooed 
men and women grubbed on homemade 
tacos. A guy with a mammoth yellow 
python strutted around; face-painted 
children rocked out before the stage. A 
sober ordained minister, collar and all, 
carried a donation bucket. The attendees 
pounded Rockstars and Monsters; nary a 
soul is drunk or disorderly. They were all 
outcasts—Leborio’s people. 

“When one broken person reaches out 
to other broken people, it’s not like we 
totally fix things,” Leborio says. “But some 
pretty amazing stuff does happen.”

All About That Bass 

Waterman’s Harbor in Dana Point serves epic fish

T here’s a dish being served right 
now at Waterman’s Harbor in 
Dana Point that may be the best 
fried fish in all of OC. The entire 
creature—a whole black bass with its skin 
and tail intact, its head propped upright, 
mouth agape—is flash-fried under a barely 
there batter. Even though it’s presented 
whole, the fish is also nearly all deboned, 
with the flesh butterflied and the spine 
collapsed flat from the load of artichoke 
hearts, tiny potatoes and white beans it 
carries on top. 

Now this, I thought, is the way to serve 
a fish. Dramatic? Yes. But also respectful 
of nature—because if you’re going to eat an 
animal, you mustn’t be afraid to look it in 
the face. The Chinese—who regard whole- 
fish dishes as symbols of abundance and 
prosperity—would call it normal. But in 
American seafood restaurants where you 
can’t often tell the fish filets from bars of 
soap, this was something even more pro¬ 
gressive than the spread of bone marrow 
as appetizers. 

When I took a fork to it, the salty skin 
crackled audibly. The snowy flesh beneath 
melted. Everything about it was a pleasure 
to eat. And when I say “everything,” I mean 
“everything.” At the point most people 
would stop and consider it finished, I nib¬ 
bled the tips off the tail and used my fingers 
to scrape whatever I could from the cranial 
cavity. Then I ate the crispy fins. 

It was about the time I spat out a few 
of its leftover bones that I overheard the 
conversation from a party seated right 
behind me. 

“This whole black bass sounds good,” one 
of the men said as he looked at the menu. 

“But that’s the whole fish,” the wife 
warned. “I don’t want to see the head.” 

My heart sank. I thought about saying 
something. But had they seen my greasy 
lips and the fish bits lodged under my fin¬ 
gernails, it would’ve discouraged them even 
more. So I said nothing. Truth was, they 
were in good hands no matter what they 
ordered here. 

The chef is none other than John Cuevas, 
a James Beard Award nominee who used to 
cook at the Crow Bar and Kitchen and was 
once the executive chef for Muse at Mon¬ 
tage Beverly Hills. And as that black bass 
dish reiterates, Cuevas is the kitchen whiz 
he’s always been, producing exciting sea¬ 
food that would’ve been unthinkable when 
Waterman’s was a Jolly Roger. 

Yet it’s still possible to get the usual 
dockside fare of clam chowder, even fish 
and chips, both house-made. But Cuevas’ 
true treasures go beyond what you can 
get at any place with a crusty sailor as 
its mascot. His crab beignets—grease¬ 


less, deep-fried balls of pure crabmeat 
encased in a crunchy cocoon of batter—is 
an indictment of soggy crab cakes. For 
a crudo, he bevel-cuts yellowfin tuna, 
applies a sluicing of seasoned soy sauce, 
then garnishes the results with jalapenos, 
crinkled shishitos, crushed almonds and 
halved Muscat grapes bursting juice— 
a dish that’s actually hotter, fruitier 
and better than the great version I had 
recently at Hamamori. 

If not for these appetizers, then take the 
jars he fills with ceviche and poke. Avoid the 
raw oysters, though, as they’re something 
Cuevas doesn’t seem to have any control 
over. Also, feel sorry for the restaurant’s lone 
oyster shucker, who looks understandably 
sullen since he has been relegated to a sepa¬ 
rate, glass-enclosed room by the entrance 
as though on a time-out. In the half-dozen 
he shucked for me—some culled from 
the waters of Canada and Washington—I 
encountered a few errant shell fragments 
and two stinkers I had to send back. 

When it comes to entrees, it’s Cuevas’ 
composed dishes you want, not the a la carte 
fish filets, with which you have to pay extra 
for sides. Try his grilled shrimp, for which 
he uses both Korean kimchi and chorizo 


in the same dish. Or his braised short rib: 
a hunk of falling-apart meat he embeds in 
grits and surrounds with collard greens and 
a braised onion. The dish is the kind of sat¬ 
isfying meal that sinks deep into your gut as 
if it’s the anchor the Catalina Express ferry 
drops when it docks next to the restaurant. 

Apart from Cuevas’ beautiful food, 
Waterman’s Harbor is also located in a 
beautiful spot. Most of the seating is out¬ 
side on a series of disconnected patios and 
balconies. Some tables on the second floor 
have a crow’s-nest view of the scenery. 

But anywhere you sit, you’ll see boats put- 
putting by, seagulls dive-bombing and pas¬ 
sengers disembarking from the Catalina 
Express. And if you happen to be tucking 
into the whole black bass while seated 
near the gangplank, be sure to point at the 
fish with your greasy fingers. Then give 
’em a thumbs-up so the everyone will get 
the point.

tM ^ an I start with the pilaki?" I asked the 

w cashier at Anatolian Fresh Mediter¬ 
ranean Grill. The picture of the appetizer on 
a flat-screen TV at the register promised 
a pinto bean cassoulet: the beans, onions, 
carrots and tomatoes simmered, then 
tossed with olive oil and lemon juice. I've 
had it on many occasions, and you know a 
Turkish restaurant means business when¬ 
ever it offers the dish. 

"I'm sorry," the woman replied, apolo¬ 
getically. "We're out of it. In fact, we don't 
make it anymore." 

"Why not?" I asked, even though I already 
knew the answer. We were high up in Ana¬ 
heim Hills, after all, in a shopping plaza that 
hadn't received a makeover since the 1970s. 
Most of the lunchtime crowd was swarming 
the Subway next door; the only other visitor 
was a gabacha MILF with tow-headed kids. 

"No one ever ordered it," the cashier 
said sadly, explaining pilaki takes days to 
make and that beans go bad fast. I almost 
suggested preserving them with lard, 
as Mexicans do with frijoles, but quickly 
reminded myself Anatolian is halal-only and 
thus kept the haram response to myself. 

It's a shame Anatolian can't get enough of 
an adventurous crowd to keep the pilaki on 
the menu because it excels everywhere else. 
The doners here are equal parts char and 
succulence; the iskender kebab (Anglicized 
as Alexander) swims in butter-spiked yogurt 
and tomato sauce—still my favorite Turkish 
dish. And then there's the adana kebab, so 
juicy and red and spicy it reminded me of al 
pastor. You can have any of the plates as a 
wrap—sturdy, massive, delicious. 

Yet the best thing at Anatolian is also 
the least traditional: feta egg rolls. The 
chef (a young guy, judging bytheselfieon 
his restaurant's website) wraps filo dough 
around feta cheese, then fries it to a crispy, 
golden brown. The end results defy science: 
The outside is as crispy and crumbly as a 
jalapeno popper, yet the feta cheese inside 
remains intact. Dunk it in the house yogurt 
sauce, dunk it again, ignore the chintzy Turk¬ 
ish pop, and hope more customers come to 
this lonely spot—and bring enough business 
so that Anaheim Hills can finally love pilaki.

Italian Renaissance 
at Canaletto 

S ometimes, I feel bad for Canaletto at 
Fashion Island. Its take on regional Italian 
cuisine frequently gets lost with the shopping 
center's crowd, especially the mock Italians 
who have their Ferraris and Fiats valeted just 
in front of the restaurant. The crowds usually 
want eggplant parmigiana and don't care for 
the in-house salumi, the rare soups and risot¬ 
tos, or any of the other subtleties. But despite 
its setting, Canaletto has thrived for years 
now—and the Italians who work here, from the 
bartenders to the wait staff, not only speak the 
language, but also emote like a real paisane. 

You can spend weeks here just going 
through the grappas and digestifs, but the 
cocktail program has markedly improved over 
the past year. Considerthe Italian Renaissance. 

THE DRINK 

I initially didn'tthink I'd enjoy this drink of 
Maker's; St. Germain; and pomegranate, 
lime and lemon juices.

Imitation of Life 

Cumberbatch’s codebreaker gets lost in the plot

P olitics really isn’t my 
specialty” says Alan 
Turing (Benedict Cum- 
berbatch) with a shrug 
to a naval commander (Charles Dance) in 
an early job-interview scene in Morten 
Tyldum’s choppy biopic The Imitation 
Game. Yet no less than Winston Churchill 
would credit Turing as the main cause 
of the Allies’ victory over the Nazis. Tur¬ 
ing wasn’t much for manners, either—or 
jokes, small talk, modesty or hints. 

Today, he might get tested for Asperg¬ 
er’s. In 1939, the year he asked the Navy to 
hire him as a cryptographer, the diagnosis 
was simpler. “My mother says I’m a bit of 
an odd duck,” says Turing, before focusing 
his attention on the immediate problem: 
cracking Germany’s Enigma code before 
more good English chaps have to die. 

The Enigma, a polyalphabetic roto- 
cypher machine, had approximately 
159,000,000,000,000,000,000 possible 
solutions. At midnight each night, the 
Nazis reset the device, scrapping an entire 
day of Turing’s work. Solving the Enigma 
was so impossible it’d be bitterly funny—if 
only Turing knew how to hit a punch line. 
Instead, Cumberbatch squares his narrow 
shoulders, lowers his thin jaw and gets to 
work, raising his head only to tell the rest 
of his team (Matthew Goode, Allen Leech 
and a few others with fewer lines) that 
they’re a bunch of useless idiots. 


The only person he respects is his hire, 
a suburban genius (Keira Knightley) 
forced to pass herself off as a secretary— 
and who deserves her own biopic. She 
attempts to smooth Turing’s edges by 
training him to be friendly, which proves 
to be its own near-impossible challenge. 
When his boss snidely tells him to take a 
problem up with Churchill, Turing actu¬ 
ally does. “Popular in school, were you?” 
a co-worker jabs. Cumberbatch stares, 
processing the quip for sarcasm. 

“Mother says I can be off-putting,” 
admits Turing. We never meet her, but the 
film again and again proves her right. Yet 
we see the strength in Turing’s personal 
weakness: To him, every human speaks in 
code. He found euphemisms and polite¬ 
ness befuddling—why can’t people simply 
say what they mean? Here, a colleague’s 
casual lunch invitation becomes an Abbott 
and Costello routine. Does he fancy a 
sandwich? Well, always, but does that 
mean he wants one now? 

In flashbacks, schoolboys bully young 
Turing (Alex Lawther), coffining him 
under the classroom floorboards and 
dancing on his grave as he shrieks. His 
only childhood friend, Christopher (Jack 
Bannon), hands him a cryptography 
manual; decades later, in what for him 
translates to operatic sentimentality, Tur¬ 
ing will name his Enigma code-breaking 
machine after his friend. Today, we call 


his machine the computer. 

There was another, unrelated diagno¬ 
sis that offered a second clue to Turing’s 
prickly personality: He was gay. Seven 
years after the Allies won the war, his 
own country would arrest him for gross 
indecency and force him to pick between 
jail or chemical castration. The man who 
saved the world wouldn’t get a govern¬ 
ment pardon for 62 years. 

That’s how The Imitation Game ends: 
With a bitter gay-rights epilogue. But 
that’s not the story Tyldum is telling, 
though it’s unclear whether he knows 
that. Turing is unquestionably a modern 
martyr, but the film imprisons him as an 
asshole saint. He doesn’t fight or embrace 
his passions; he ignores them. Despite its 
brusque lead, The Imitation Game is too 
mannerly to ask Cumberbatch to act on 
Turing’s feelings. There’s no flirtation, 
kissing, nothing that even hints that Tur¬ 
ing ever felt the jolt of sexual electricity 
that would prod him to, at 39, sleep with 
the 19-year-old hustler who burgled his 
house and got him arrested. (That, too, 
happens offscreen.) 

Turing is kept tweedy and neutered, as 
closeted in celluloid as he was in real life. 
The revelation that the calculating logician 
couldn’t resist slumming it with thieves 
comes as a shock, the cheapest of dramatic 
effects. The plotting goes for surprise over 
struggle. lyldum has robbed his own film 


of emotional depth—this Turing is as sim¬ 
ple as Morse code. Rather than a complex 
human portrait, this is an assemblage of 
triumphs, tragedies and tics. 

Tyldum and screenwriter Graham 
Moore hinge The Imitation Game on 
a misdirection: The investigator (Tom 
Goodman-Hill) who reveals Turing’s 
homosexuality initially believes he’s 
chasing down a spy. The screenwriters 
ask us to wonder the same, a bizarre and 
pointless feint—of course Turing wasn’t. 
This squanders running time that would 
have been better spent wading into the 
murky reasons the government classified 
Turing’s Enigma work in the first place. 
Once the code was cracked, Turing’s team 
realized to their dismay that the Germans 
must never know England understood 
their transmissions. That meant allowing 
certain Nazi attacks to proceed as if the 
Brits were unaware. Statistically, enough 
good men had to die for the Allies to win 
the war, the kind of bloody pragmatism 
that a filmmaker could spend a whole 
movie exploring. Here, Tyldum offers 
one screaming fight between Turing and 
the brother of a veteran, plus a shot of 
wounded veterans, and then moves on. 

“I am in control because I know things 
that you do not know,” clips Turing to the 
cops. But knowing isn’t everything. The 
Imitation Game gives us all the facts, yet, 
as with its subject, doesn’t understand 
how to make us feel.

HORRIBLE BOSSES 2 The third-greatest 
scourge of the earth, right after online 
comments sections and bedbugs, is the 
unfunny comedy sequel, which may be 
why you think you should skip Horrible 
Bosses 2. The miraculous surprise is that 
Horrible Bosses 2 isn't terrible at all. It's 
looser, breezier, more confident than its 
predecessor. The first movie's big poke 
in the ribs was that Jennifer Aniston, 
America's sweetheart, was actually say¬ 
ing "cock" and "boner," a concept that 
was probably funnier when it was still just 
a concept. Aniston reappears here, hav¬ 
ing expanded her repertoire of things you 
shouldn't say in polite or even impolite 
company, but somehow she's funnier this 
time, not just in on the joke but integral 
to it. Horrible Bosses 2 riffs on the "What 
could possibly go wrong?" rhetoric that's 
as old as comedy itself. Everything that 
could does. Having freed themselves from 
the employers who'd squelched their joie 
de vivre in the first movie, Nick (Jason 
Bateman), Kurt (Jason Sudeikis), and Dale 
(Charlie Day) have launched their own 
business, but high-powered biz guy Bert 
Hanson (an endearingly sinister Christoph 
Waltz) cheats them. To retaliate, they 
hatch a plan to kidnap his grown son, 
hail-fellow-well-met asshole Rex (Chris 
Pine, who makes an excellent eyelash- 
fluttering boy-man sociopath). The film 
works because it's filled with curlicues 
rather than all-out gags. The three leads 
are less funny for big comedy moments 
than for just how they are: Their petty 
aggravations, their up-front eye rolling, 
their ludicrous malapropisms—not to 
mention their furtive communications via 
pink toy walkie-talkies—add up to a kind 
of mad, Three Stooges-style bonhomie. 
They can't get along with one another, 
but you can't imagine them apart. (R)

These pervasive short¬ 
comings make it impossible to enjoy 
this desperate-to-please film's two most 
distinctive assets: voice actors John 
Malkovich's and Benedict Cumberbatch's 
comically unhinged performances as 
the film's wet-blanket antagonists. 
Malkovich's Octavius Brine, a malevolent 
octopus, and Cumberbatch's Classified, 
an uptight wolf-cum-superspy, serve as 


comic foils for the hyperactive, happy- 
go-lucky penguin protagonists: bossy 
Skipper (Tom McGrath), level-headed 
Kowalski (Chris Miller), dimwitted Rico 
(Conrad Vernon), and nervous-nelly 
Private (Christopher Knights). Following 
these devil-may-care penguins' manic 
attempts to help Classified stop Brine 
from kidnapping penguins around the 
world is like being trapped on a runaway 
wooden roller coaster for 95 minutes. 

First Skipper and his group binge on junk 
food at Fort Knox. Then they flee from evil 
octopi in a Venetian gondola race. Then 
they crash-land in Hong Kong, and try 
to stop Brine from kidnapping local zoo 
penguins. Skipper's gang stumble around 
and needle both Classified and Brine with 
their monotonous quirks, like McGrath's 
fine-in-small-doses Captain Kirk-esque 
inflection and Knights' squeaky-toy stam¬ 
mer. It all just makes you want to root for 
the exasperated bad guys. (PG) Simon 
Abrams. Countywide.

BIG HERO 6 Imagine if nerdy Clark Kent 
didn't have to remove his glasses and 
pocket protector to save the world. 

Then imagine him as fat and sweet as a 
marshmallow. Meet Big Hero 6s Baymax, 
Disney's new cuddly champion: a wad¬ 
dling, inflatable health care companion 
who can sense your pulse, diagnose 
disease, and, if reprogrammed, kill. Our 
setting is San Fransokyo, a hybrid of 
California and Japan where everyone 
loves tech gadgets and sushi. (Whether 
the city is fictitious or simply the near 
future is up for debate.) Boy wonder Hiro 
(Ryan Potter), a 14-year-old orphan, joins 
his college-age older brother, Tadashi 
(Daniel Henney), in a state-of-the-art 
laboratory inventing marvels with other 
young geniuses: Go Go (Jamie Chung), 
a hellion with a magnetic bike; Wasabi, 
a geek who loves lasers; and Honey 
Lemon (Genesis Rodriguez), a girlie girl 
who knows her way around chemicals. 

To make engineers more awesome, the 
movie upgrades the gang into superhe¬ 
roes, which scrambles the message. An 
arsonist destroys Hiro's (admittedly not 
very long) life's work and accidentally 
offs Tadashi. Hiro asks his geek friends 
to set things right—and trains Baymax, 
his brother's kindly robot, with punches 
and kicks scanned from kung fu movies. 
Big Hero 6 veers from chipper to noisy 
to dark stretches where it grapples with 
adult-sized grief. Hiro isn't just a sweet 
moppet: He's full of rage and despair and 
ego. He needs Baymax to be his family, 
which means training him to fist-bump, 
and groaning when the robot runs out of 
battery and acts like a stumbling, slurring 
drunk—a moment that could have kids 


later suspiciously checking their own 
parents for a plug. (PG) Amy Nicholson. 
Countywide. 

DUMB AND DUMBER TO In the mid 

1990s, self-appointed cultural gatekeep¬ 
ers used to wield Peter and Bobby 
Farrelly's Dumb and Dumber as proof of 
the deterioration of film artistry. Those 
people hadn't, of course, actually both¬ 
ered to see the movie, and thus had no 
sense of its peculiar, sweet-spirited, 
un-toilet-trained brilliance. Times have 
changed, thank God, and today Dumb 
and Dumber \s rightly considered a clas¬ 
sic, a number one deserving of a proper 
number two: In Dumb and Dumber To, Jim 
Carrey and Jeff Daniels return as Lloyd 
Christmas and Harry Dunne, best friends 
who share a few thousand brain cells, 
give or take, between them. But there's a 
vague sourness to Dumb and Dumber To, 
uncharacteristic of the Farrellys—even 
their Three Stooges movie, for all its eye¬ 
poking and nose-doinking, was filled with 
bratty affection. In Dumb and Dumber 
To, the moments that underscore Lloyd 
and Harry's devotion to each other feel 
overwritten and forced. The two spend 
more time dishing out sharp jabs to the 
nuts and semi-advertently killing off 
tropical birds than doing sweet stuff like 
smelling each other's farts—although 
there's a little of that, too. There are more 
than a few inspired gags, here, but Dumb 
and Dumber To is mostly just a kick in the 
nuts, and not the good kind—provided 
there is a good kind. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

THE HUNGER GAMES: 

MOCKINGJAY-PART 1 Mockingjay 
is where author Suzanne Collins' books 
go from solid to superlative. This is a 
story about ethical compromise where 
the heroine is willing to kill, and it asks its 
audience to recognize that even her allies 
are a little bit rotten—and to accept that 
maybe that's half-OK. Since Mockingjay 
has been divvied up into two segments, 
this film is all about the buildup to war. 
Next year's installment will have most 
of the action—here, the battle is waged 
on TV. The narrative thrust is simply 
Jennifer Lawrence's Katniss shooting 
several pro-revolution commercials. But 
it works because we're fascinated by 
media fights—thousands occur online 
every day. A story beat where a lullaby 
that Katniss casually sings on camera 
ripples onward to become the chant of 
four dozen civilians marching toward 
their own massacre feels like both high- 
concept tragedy and the next evolution 
of #AlexFromTarget. Yet the film's fixation 
on Katniss means that we still aren't 
given a chance onscreen to explore 
Collins' elaborate world. Katniss keeps 
the film human—here, elevated to an 
icon, she looks away embarrassed when 
the District 13 crowd applauds her latest 
ad. Director Francis Lawrence keeps his 
camera close to star Jennifer Lawrence's 
sad eyes as she strides through the rub¬ 
ble Katniss has triggered. Many have died 
in her name, yet Mockingjay only occa¬ 
sionally shows us the corpses, charred 
wraiths whose exposed ribcages look like 
mouths screaming for liberty. Instead, the 
director pans to where the franchise's 
real war has always raged: Katniss' con¬ 
science. Since Jennifer Lawrence can 
say more with a chagrined side-eye than 
most actresses could with a page-long 
speech, it works. (PG-13) Amy Nicholson. 
Countywide. 

INTERSTELLAR There's so much space 
in Christopher Nolan's nearly three-hour 


intergalactic extravaganza Interstellar 
that there's almost no room for people. 
This is a gigantosaurus movie entertain¬ 
ment, set partly in outer space and partly 
in a futuristic dustbowl America where 
humans are in danger of dying out, and 
Nolan—who co-wrote the script with his 
brother, Jonathan—has front-loaded it 
with big themes and even bigger visuals. 
Interstellar ls supposedly all about what 
it means to be human, but it's supersized 
in case we really are so out of touch 
with being human that we need to have 
everything blown up IMAX-big. "We used 
to look up at the sky and wonder at our 
place in the stars," says Cooper, Matthew 
McConaughey's farmer-astronaut- 
dreamer in one of his many, many proc¬ 
lamations about life, family, and the cos¬ 
mos. "Now we just look down and worry 
about our place in the dirt." But even the 
dirt in Interstellar looks spectacularly 
art-directed. Launched into a wormhole 
to scout new worlds for possible human 
habitation, Cooper and his colleagues 
encounter frozen worlds and watery 
ones, and the dangers they face are both 
existential and specific. The universe 
Nolan has invented for them is vast, awe¬ 
inspiring, and terrifying. But if Nolan is so 
godlike, you'd think he'd be better with 
actors. They don't stand a shooting star's 
chance in Interstellar. Anne Hathaway's 
big moment—her only moment, really—is 
a quavery speech about true love. In 
what should be McConaughey's most 
moving scene—he faces the reality that 
his children have aged by 23 years, while 
he's only a few hours older—we can see 
McConaughey working the strings. (PG- 
13) Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide. 

NIGHTCRAWLER Jake Gyllenhaal, not 
a particularly bulky guy to begin with, 
dropped 20 pounds or so to play a Los 
Angeles misfit who finds his calling as 
a freelance crime videographer in Dan 
Gilroy's nervy thriller Nightcrawler. Even 
when Robert De Niro does it, weight 
change isn't acting—it's the antithesis 
of acting, merely a symbol of an actor's 
dedication and not the tensile, compli¬ 
cated act of commitment itself, which 
can unspool only in performance. But 
you could say that in reshaping his body 
and face, Gyllenhaal has achieved a 
kind of art direction of the self. His eyes, 
almost inhumanly enormous within that 
now-bony face, are as much a part of 
the look of Nightcrawler as its rapturous 
nocturnal Los Angeles streetscapes. As 
sociopathic self-starter Louis Bloom, 
Gyllenhaal has refashioned himself as a 
version of the Tony Perkins of Psycho, an 
Adam's apple with a sick, brilliant mind 
attached. Gyllenhaal is the polestar of 
Nightcrawler— just as he's fixated on the 
grisly crimes and accidents of his city, we 
can't look away from him. That seems to 
be part of writer/director Gilroy's design. 
He's infused Nightcrawlermth a number 
of ideas, free-floating through the movie 
like fireflies: Gilroy takes on the news 
media's lust for increasingly prurient 
stories and graphic news footage, and 
the way crimes against white people take 
precedence over anything that happens 
to a person of color. But on the strength 
of Gyllenhaal's performance, Nightcrawler 
works best as a character study. It's chill¬ 
ing, but also wickedly funny and strange, 
like a good, dark Brian De Palma joke—in 
short, it's everything the stolid and humor¬ 
less Gone Girl should have been. (R)

Canadian-lranian journalist who, earlier 
that year, had been imprisoned in Iran 
for 118 days on espionage charges, 

Jon Stewart said, "We hear a lot about 
the banality of evil, but so little about 
the stupidity of evil." Or about its 
total humorlessness. Bahari had been 
arrested the previous June partly as the 
result of a Daily Show skit: Comedian 
Jason Jones, posing as the most phony- 
baloney spy imaginable, interviewed 
Bahari in a Tehran cafe just before a 
fraught and ultimately explosive election. 
Why was Iran so evil? Jones demanded. 
The perfect straight man, Bahari gave a 
response that was deflective, sensitive, 
and articulate. That didn't stop Iranian 
authorities from arresting him, using The 
Daily Show as proof that Bahari himself 
was a spy. We all know Stewart is a 
smart guy who's good at talking. What's 
surprising is how good he is at filmmak¬ 
ing. Stewart understands that even a 
story relying largely on dialogue, as this 
one does, also needs to be cinematic. As 
Bahari (Gael Garcia Bernal), pre-arrest, 
walks down a Tehran street, he thinks 
of his father and sister, both now dead: 
We see their images hazily reflected 
in windows he passes, ghosts brought 
vividly to life. Bernal gives a thoughtful, 
delicately calibrated performance, and 
he's funny, too. Rosewater doesn't take 
pains to remind us that some people 
are just culturally "different" and thus 
can't be held responsible for adhering 
to warped religious and political dogma. 
Instead, Stewart puts it pretty plainly: 
Some people are just idiots, and the stu¬ 
pidity of evil can kill you. (R) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

WHIPLASH Jazz isn't dead: Miraculously, 
there's always young people who 
continue to fall in love with this most 
dazzling and elusive American genre, 
running ribbons of scales and memoriz¬ 
ing Charlie Parker solos. To care so 
much about a kind of music that's nearly 
impossible to conquer, and that is almost 
certain to guarantee a lifetime of being 
broke and miserable, is a specific kind of 
devotion. The best thing about Damien 
Chazelle's exuberant but wayward 
Whiplash is that it captures that ardent 
near-mania so beautifully. Loving any 
music this much will surely end in heart¬ 
break—and still, fools rush in. In this 
case, Fool No. 1 is Miles Teller's Andrew, 
a jazz drummer, crackerjack for his age, 
yearning for that nebulous quality we 
call greatness. He's just made it into a 
top-notch conservatory, where he faces 
its most fearsome instructor, an abusive 
drill sergeant disguised in regulation 
hipster black. Fletcher (J.K. Simmons) 
is a buff, scowling chrome-dome—a 
bad-attitude Mr. Clean berating his play¬ 
ers with foul invective for the tiniest 
screw-up. He prides himself on leading 
his outfits to one jazz-competition vic¬ 
tory after another, and his players are 
often hand-picked for the few plum gigs 
that exist in the jazz world. Andrew is 
thrilled when Fletcher gives him a seat. 
He's less thrilled when Fletcher starts 
playing evil mind games with him. For 
the first two-thirds, at least, boosted by 
Andrew's sweaty rush of inspiration, 
Whiplash soars. But the movie's "Hey, 
guess what, Fletcher's just crazy!" reso¬ 
lution is unsatisfying. Chazelle may think 
he's asking big questions like, "How 
far should one go in striving for great¬ 
ness?" But he's created a cartoon bad 
guy masquerading as a complex one. (R)

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Anna la Cubana 


The Pulitzer Prize-winning Anna In the Tropics gets staged in Newps

M ost Americans equate Cuba 
with Fidel Castro, cigars, 
rum and baseball. But it 
has produced an incred¬ 
ible literary history. From Cuban national 
hero Jose Marti in the 19th century to 
Richard Blanco, the first Latino and gay 
man to read at a presidential inaugura¬ 
tion (Barack Obama’s second), the list of 
Cuban and Cuban-American novelists, 
poets and playwrights is a very long one. 

No list is complete without Nilo Cruz. 
The first Latino to win a Pulitzer Prize for 
drama (in 2003), his work is infused with 
the political and cultural sense of being a 
child of two countries (his family immi¬ 
grated from Cuba on a Freedom Flight in 
1970, when he was 10), and his writing 
style, as with so many notable Latino writ¬ 
ers, is lyrically rich and evocative. Both of 
those attributes are on full display in Anna 
In the Tropics, the play that earned him 
his Pulitzer. Set in a small cigar factory on 
the outskirts of Tampa, Florida, in 1929, 
the play features characters with one foot 
steeped in the traditions of their island 
home and the other lodged in the increas¬ 
ing modernity of America. 

The arrival of a new lector from 
Havana, the person charged with reading 
to the factory workers as they stuff, roll 
and bind cigars, compounds that struggle

between the comfortable, if slowly dissi¬ 
pating past, and the uncertain future. Add 
sex, literature and imagination into the 
mix, and it becomes a full-blown conflict, 
albeit on a very small scale. 

Juan Julian (Adam Navarro) is that lec¬ 
tor, invited to the cigar factory by Ofelia 
(Laura Flores), whose husband, Santiago 
(Joseph Manville), owns it. But Santiago 
is also a drinker and a gambler, and he has 
foolishly given a share of the factory to his 
half-brother, Cheche (Angel Correa), who 
wants to modernize the operation with 
machines. Ofelia’s two daughters are both 
hopeless romantics. The youngest, Marela 
(Michelle Skinner), is carried to rapture 
by hearing the lector read Tolstoy’s Anna 
Karenina. Conchita (Pallavi Srinivasan) 
is also a romantic, but she’s looking for 
something a bit more physical than found 
in books, which does not sit well with her 
husband, Palomo (Cameron Moore). 

The two strengths of Cruz’s play, its 
straightforward story and its ravish¬ 
ing language, are fully displayed in this 
Michael Serna-directed production at 
the Newport Theatre Arts Center. What’s 
missing is thepasion. Rather than a 
tragedy set into motion by the very real, 
earthy desires of its characters for sexual, 
emotional and financial fulfillment, things 
seem almost predestined. Most of the 


eight characters yearn for something, 
whether it’s found in the temporal realm 
of the body or the ethereal realm of the 
soul, but rarely do they seem that hungry. 
The love affair, which is ignited by the 
reading of Tolstoy and the eloquence of 
Cruz’s writing, seems matter-of-fact. The 
jealousy, envy and greed seem too per¬ 
functory at times. That doesn’t make the 
story hard to follow, but it does make it 
difficult to invest in. 

That is most borne out by Navarro’s 
portrayal of Juan Julian. Although he 
looks the part—equal parts dashing and 
prideful—and he is clear and articulate in 
both his speech and his readings, the lack 
of any Old World flair from a man recently 
arrived from Cuba works against his char¬ 
acter. Juan is a relic of the past, but he’s 
also an exotic intrusion. His introduction 
into the factory sets this story in motion, 
but the standard American dialect doesn’t 
make him seem an outsider who embod¬ 
ies the archaic notion that literature mat¬ 
ters not only on the page, but also in the 
minds and hearts of those who absorb it. 

The other characters all have their 
moments, but they feel less than fully 
realized. Those who burn don’t smolder 
enough. The characters who dream don’t 
seem to ache enough. There’s a lot of talk¬ 


ing about what they want, but not a great 
deal of showing. Only Correa’s Cheche 
seems fully realized. He is a bundle of 
energy and conflicts, and Correa skillfully 
captures his complexity and his insecu¬ 
rity. Hell, he even makes the guy the most 
likeable person onstage—not just because 
he’s truly likeable, but also because he 
knows what he wants and he’s hell-bent 
on achieving it. 

Even with the all-too- often tonal tame¬ 
ness, this Anna is watchable primarily 
because it is so listenable thanks to Cruz’s 
writing brilliance. On one level, this is a 
play about the difficulty of communicat¬ 
ing our innermost thoughts to even the 
people who are closest to us; the fact Cruz 
relays that story through such a lyrically 
dense work is very impressive. As one 
character says, “Anyone who dedicates his 
life to reading books believes in rescuing 
things from oblivion.” As long as writers 
such as Cruz are still around, the power 
and transformative nature of words will 
continue to elude that inky grasp.

Unholy Night 

John Waters’ one-man show shits on Christmas, 

with love

T o some, the idea of John 

Waters taking on Christmas 
is downright confusing, sure 
to lead to such nightmarish 
results as when Jack Skellington tried 
to take over the holiday. What’s the 
“Pope of Trash” got to do with Santa 
and snowmen and, Heaven forbid, little, 
innocent baby Jesus? But to many fans, 
this unholy union is nothing new: In 
his 1974 film Female Trouble, Dawn 
Davenport (played by the one and only 
Divine) yells, “I hate you! Fuck you!” and 
pushes the family Christmas tree over on 
her mother before running away from 
home after her parents don’t give her 
her beloved cha-cha heels for Christmas 
(“Not on Christmas!”). Waters saves 
Bart and Homer from ravenous rein¬ 
deer using a kitschy robot Santa (a.k.a. 
“Annual Gift Man”—and he lives on the 
moon!) from Japan in his guest appear¬ 
ance on The Simpsons. Hell, the man 
even put out a campy Christmas album 
featuring such yuletide classics as “Santa 
Claus Is a Black Man.” 

“I like Christmas, with no irony,” Waters 
explains. “When I was a kid, I always liked 
Christmas, and it was a good thing. I don’t 
have any traumas, though a Christmas tree 
did fall on my grandmother one year. But 
my grandmother thought it was funny—I 
made that part of my act.” 

And so Christmas continues to be part 
of Waters’ act. For the better part of a 
decade, he has donned his gay apparel 
and entertained audiences who both 
adore and detest the holiday (“I speak to 
Grinches, too,” he assures me) with his 
one-man standup show. 

“Well, because it’s such an emotional 
one,” he says. “People go crazy at Christ¬ 
mas. People love it, they hate it, they can’t 
avoid it—and you can’t avoid it. So you 
should really come to my show, and I’ll 
tell you how to get through it because it’s 
headed toward you like a locomotive off 
the track.” 

It’s hard to talk about the beloved and 
reviled director of such cult classics as 
Pink Flamingos and Hairspray without 
mentioning his partner in crime, the 
dearly departed Divine. And if John 
Waters likes Christmas, then the outra¬ 
geous actor and drag queen who rose to 
fame starring in Waters’ films loved it. 

“Divine was pathological about 
Christmas,” Waters recalls. “He almost 
went to prison for Christmas because he 
was obsessed with Christmas decora¬ 
tions.” Waters explains the man who 
gave a whole new meaning to the phrase 
“shit-eating-grin” would max out his 


parents’ credit cards buying Christmas 
decor at Watson’s Garden Center in their 
home state of Maryland, then wait for 
the mailman to come so he could rip up 
the bills. His parents would have no idea 
until they tried to use the cards, only to 
be declined. 

“One time, the police even came 
because he had written bad checks for 
Christmas decorations,” Waters says. “But 
he passed a lie-detector test. So that’s a 
good actor. Many times, he didn’t even 
have an apartment, so I don’t know what 
he was decorating.” 

Waters said he and Divine would often 
spend Christmas together. “I used to give 
Divine presents every year,” he says, “but 
I can’t remember because Divine hasn’t 
been with us for many years.” But he does 
remember an old mink coat, which Waters 
made him wear in Multiple Maniacs. 

Divine, along with the rest of the 
Dreamlanders (Waters’ merry band of 
misfits who regularly appeared in his 
films), would attend Waters’ annual 
Christmas party. It’s a tradition that con¬ 
tinues in Baltimore. “I’ve had it for a really 
long time; it’s everybody from the neigh¬ 
bors to my siblings to the governor, the 
mayor, the person I’ve gotten out of prison, 
the singing asshole from Pink Flamingos.” 

Waters concedes in his show that holi¬ 
day get-togethers can be stressful, and 
there was a hint of that in his voice when 
he described the annual shindig. “When 
you have a party, it’s like directing a movie 
in a way; you gotta go around and talk to 
everybody. And since I have a thing where 
I’ve taken a picture of every person who’s 
ever been in my house for 30 years, I’ve 
got to take each person’s picture, so that’s 
a pain. 

“You think it’s cool, but then I look 
through them, and people are dead and 
they got fat,” he says. “Nobody gets cuter.” 

Not even with plastic surgery? “Oh, 
God, you can’t be cute with plastic sur¬ 
gery,” he says. “I mean, you get to a point 
... Well, Joan Rivers didn’t look old—she 
didn’t look human, but she didn’t look 
old. That’s a choice you make: look weird 
or old.” 

He recalls an old tradition from his par¬ 
ties: “There would be at least 100 people 
and every person had to buy a present for 
every person, so there would be [10,000] 
presents there,” Waters says. “Of course, 
this was when at thrift shops, everything 
was a nickle, but still. We would give 
presents we knew the other person would 
hate on purpose.” 

Wondering what gift Waters would 
hate the most? Sporting attire or memo¬ 


rabilia, he says. As for his Christmas 
list this year, it’s “always books.” He has 
asked Santa for the new biography of 
singer Peggy Lee. “And I think it’s mean- 
spirited,” he says, a grin in his voice. 
“There’s this review in the Washington 
Post that says it spends too much time on 
the end of her life—that’s all the parts I 
wanna know!” 

Waters says he first figured out Santa 
wasn’t real as a young child because he’d 
go to the mall and all the department 
stores had their own Santa. “No one 
ever told me there was a million Santa 
Clauses—only one!” 

And one thing he hasn’t quite figured 
out about Kris Kringle is his sexual ori¬ 
entation. “Is Santa Claus a Bear? Is he a 
Silver Fox? Are the elves Twinks?” Waters 
postulates. “Mrs. Claus seems like she’s 
always just home. It doesn’t seem like she 
gets to go anywhere—ever. I think Mrs. 
Claus really has a bad life. Maybe she’s 
a Fag Hag, and in the Bear community, 
that’s called a Goldilocks. I don’t know. 


She sure seems to put up with a lot and 
gets no accolades. 

“I’ve never seen a Mrs. Claus sittin’ 
in a department store,” he continues. 
“Women always get humiliated. They 
have to play the Easter Bunny—that’s 
really humiliating—or elves, but you 
never get Mrs. Claus. I think we should 
bring that back.” 

Before he leaves our conversation, 
Waters shares one of his favorite memo¬ 
ries of Orange County. “Is the Nixon 
Library there? My uncle was Undersec¬ 
retary of the Interior during the Nixon 
years—John Whitaker. Believe me, in the 
’60s, that was strange.” 

Now we’re intrigued to find out what 
he thinks of the campy ol’ Coach House.

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The Magic Number 

Bella Novela really believe in the Power of Three

T he third record by Long Beach 
power trio Bella Novela is a 
three-part concept record that 
clocks in at exactly 33 minutes, 
with each part having three songs. 

“Spooky,” says guitarist Jacob Heath, 
the band’s auburn-bearded prog-rocker, 
with a Randy Rhoads tone about Telem¬ 
etry. “Something powerful about the num¬ 
ber three.” 

If you hang out around Long Beach, 
chances are you’ve seen Bella Novela at 
least three times in the past three years; 
Heath, vocalist Jackie Laws and drummer 
Jannea McClure have been fixtures on the 
club scene, rocking Alex’s Bar, the Pros¬ 
pector, Que Sera, the Zombie Walk and 
everywhere else on a regular basis. 

Lately, they’ve become friendly with 
Fartbarf and fellow locals Feral Kizzy, 
sharing bills on club dates. “They are 
doing something we don’t see around here 
right now,” says Kizzy Kirk, Feral Kizzy’s 
sparkplug vocalist. “Jacob is a bearded 
intergalactic shredder; Jackie is a power¬ 
house glitter blaster.” 

The sound is pure classic rock, some¬ 
thing like if Gwen Stefani fronted Blue 
Oyster Cult. Stuff that Wayne Campbell 
and Garth Algar would dig. They toe the 
line of being too technical to be cool, but 
who gives a fuck about being cool when 
you can play like that? 

“We’ve gotten Pat Benatar meets Iron 
Maiden, Heart meets Thin Lizzy, insert 
random female pop singer meets old-guy 
rock band,” Heath says. These types of 
comparisons don’t bother them, even if 
they short the band when it comes to their 
compositional ambition. Bella Novela 
based Telemetry (released last week) on 
the ’80s Mexican soap opera Curia de 


Lobos. “It’s all about seduction, betrayal, 
revenge and all of that juicy stuff you find 
in a good melodrama,” Heath says, point¬ 
ing out the concept pays tribute to the 
band’s name. 

Telemetry feels akin to a breather com¬ 
pared to their last record, The Archer ess, 
which Heath describes as a concept 
album about the last woman on Earth’s 
struggle for survival in a postapocalyptic 
world, told from the perspectives of mul¬ 
tiple characters. When it came out in 2011, 
Weekly writer Brandon Ferguson could 
only say, “Our words will fail us.... Just 
let it be said it is fucking ambitious.” 

Heath shares the band’s take on their 
heady compositional approach: “We try to 
keep it in a place where it serves the song. 
Sometimes we butt heads with studio 
engineers when we’re layering all these 
parts, but really we know where we’re 
going with it and only do as much as we 
think we can pull off live. Then the hard 
part is figuring out how to do that.” 

Bella Novela filmed the video for 
Telemetry’s eponymous single at Alex’s 
Bar; they showed us a sneak preview, but 
the band’s meddling publicist talked them 
out of sharing it with readers before its 
proper official release. (Now that it’s out, 
it’s all yours to Google.) Apparently, there 
are some big plans in the works. It’s no 
mistake their sound has started to gravi¬ 
tate toward Rush, sans the in-your-face 
bass guitar, which Heath says was never 
in the cards for Bella Novela in terms of 
personnel. “We’ve actually tried adding a 
fourth member before, but it’s never really 
worked out,” he says. 

Indeed. It is never a wise move to fight 
the power of three.

Lefty’s Lyric 

L efty Phillips is reminded of the choice he made 
every morning, as he wakes up in the bed of 
his 1996 Ford Tacoma. The day creeps in and 
warms the worn, gray camper shell over his head. 
He's gotten good at finding inconspicuous over¬ 
night parking in Long Beach's residential areas. 

"To my surprise, there are lots of places to 
park where people don't seem to mind," Phillips 
says with a note of optimism. 

Still, sometimes it's awkward exiting his 
vehicle in the morning, shaking off last night's 
gig as people are jumping into their cars to go to 
work. Inside his cozy abode, Phillips has the bare 
necessities: a feathered comforter, a camping 
stove, an amp and a couple of electric guitars. 

It's been more than a year since Phillips 
started living out of his truck in February 2013, 
busking on the streets by day, playing clubs 
by night. After the economic crash of the late 
'00s and losing his last job as a janitor at a local 
community college, the 45-year-old guitarist had 
enough of working forthe Man. 

"It dawned on me that I'd be better off being 
poor and playing music all the time than I would 
be living comfortably, spending eight to 10 hours, 
five days a week, doing something that meant 
nothing to me purely to make money to pay bills," 
he says. 

He thrives on a diet of regular gigs, including a 
slot on Wednesdays at the Pike Bar in Los Alami- 
tos with his rotating band, the Lefty Phillips Trio. 

"There's this thing that goes on between a 
band onstage and a crowd, and the feeling I get 
from it—it's just electric," Phillips says. His sand- 
papery voice escapes the twisted forest of a gray- 
and-rust-colored beard. "I'm an addict, man." 

In a live setting, the grip music has on him is 
palpable. Writhing, dexterous fretwork and the 
squeal of notes bent into submission are the basis 
of his playing. Growing up, he says his main influ¬ 
ences were the growl of Muddy Waters' voice 
and the guitar voodoo of Jimi Hendrix. 

The only thing that trumps his obsession with

playing guitar is his obsession with creating the 
perfect lyrics. Over the past 30 years, he's written 
dozens of original tunes, some of which stem 
back to his very first songs. For instance, "Love Is 
Like Roses" sat unfinished for 15 years because 
of a minor quibble with a verse. "It sat there 
because I couldn't make up my mind over one 
word!" he says. 

The song was inspired by a childhood encoun¬ 
ter with a rosebush next to Linda Ronstadt's house. 
Abandoned by teenage parents in California in 
the early 70s, he was taken in by a young groupie 
who toured and carried on with a milieu of famous 
bands of the era. At one point, she and Lefty lived 
in a house next to Ronstadt on Beachwood Can¬ 
yon in the Hollywood Hills. Phillips vividly remem¬ 
bers running down the stairs one day and catch¬ 
ing a glimpse of the rose bush at sunset out the 
window. The dying light made the bush glow with 
a mixture of reds and golds. "I was just a kid, but 
that image made such an impression on me that it 
became the genesis of that song," he says. "Years 
later, I can still close my eyes and see that rose 
bush, with the golden light coming through it." 

Whether it's deciding on lyrics or his path as a 
dedicated musician, Phillips says he's learned to 
not regret his choices. "I'm gonna die doing this," 
Phillips says. "Whether I succeed or fail, this is 
what I'm gonna do for the rest of my life. Maybe 
I'll be living in my truck for the next 30 years; 
maybe I'll get an RV."
